Any league of nations that is 
formed for the preservation of 
peace must, of necessity, have 
those four Allied powers as its 
nucleus and main dependence. 
They must be the ‘‘charter mem- 
zers.’’ They must shape the poli- 
cies of the federation and supply 
at least for generations, the mili- 
tary power and moral direction 
to make its mandates effective. 

The only question, then, would 
be whether other nations should 
be admitted to the league, now or 
hereafter. Should it be a close 
corporation or open to any power 
qualifying for membership on the 
terms laid down by the Big Four? 

The United States is opposed to 
making it a close corporation. 
Clemenceau seems to want it so. 
‘The two views are certainly not 
so far apart but that a little:

WG WAR 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—.Casual- 
ties in the French army, excluding 
colonial troops, to November i, 
were 4,762,500 according to official 
figures made public today by the 
French High Commission to correct 
conflicting reports h‘therto publish- 
ed. Men killed in action or dead 
of wounds numbered 1,028,000 and 
to this total must be added 299.000 
listed as missing and given up for 
lost, making a total of 1,337,800 
_ The number of wounded was 3,000,- 
000, with 435,000 listed as prison- 
ers. Three-fourth of the wounded 
have recovered, either entirely or 
at least to such an extent as to be 
fit to work again. 

Slightly less than 700,000 are ab- 
solutely unable to work and have 
been pensioned, To this figure must 
be added those who will come back 
from prison camps In Germany un- 
fit for work. The French Govern- 
ment est’mates the total number of 
unfit and pensioned may finally be 
between 800,000 and 900,000 men. 

The losses among the native 
troops coming from French colonies 
or protectorates were 52,500 killed 
or died of wounds, with 15,000 miss- 
ing and very probably dead. The 
number pensioned after wounds or 
illness was 44,000 to which must be 
added those of the, 3,500 held as 
priosners of war who will have to 
be pensioned. 


LOS ANGELE

UNIVERSITY 


SACHIAMENTO, Jan. 9.—There 
{s another determined attempt on 
the part of Southern California to 
split the State University and give 
part of the institution to the south. 

It will be remembered that some 
years ago the acerbitous J. A. B,. 
Scherer, head of Throop Institute 
came to Sacramento and campaigned 
hard and loud for the State to take 
over his institution and make of it 
a university under State funds, The 
proposal was defeated, but it engen- 
dered many hot words. 

Now the proposal is for the State 
to take over the Los Angeles Nor- 
mal School and make of it a ‘‘teach- 
ers’ college’ with a four-year course 
—actually a southern branch of 
the State Univers'ty. 

Professor E. C. Moore, president 
of the Los Angeles Normal school 
is at the head of the movement and 
has publicly intimated that the re- 
gents have agreed to his plan. Some 
regents say this is not true, 

Once Moore's project was broach- 
ed the Normal! Schools at San Diego, 
Santa Barbara, Fresno, San Jose, 
San Francisco, Chico, and Arcata, 
began to ask why they should not 
also be made ‘‘teachers’ colleges.” 

The Southerners contend that 
Berkeley is overcrowded, that they 
ere forced to send their sons and 
daughters to Eastern colleges or to’ 
denominational institutions; and 
that the Southern high schools grad- 
uate more students than the North- 
ern high schools. . 

The contention about the number 
of high school graduates is true, 
acéording to State Superintendent 
Will C. Wood, but the question of 
spitting up the big institut'on at 
Berkeley, ‘California’s pride—ah, 
there is a matter that will cause no 
end of talk!
